Blue Hills. Neb., June 3.—A cloud­ 
b u rst, accom panied by heavy wind, vis­ 
ited this section last evening. So great 
w as the fall of w ater th a t the streets 
ran like rivers and several feet of rail­ 
road track were w ashed aw ay. It is 
feared th a t B urlington 
and 
M issouri 
bridges have gone out and section men 
are patrolling the tracks. The wind w as 
stro n g enough to overturn two or three 
houses. So fa r as known no one w as 


Curtis, Neb., June 3.—A to rren t of 
roaring w ater sw ept dow n the Medicine 
valley in F ro n tier 
county, 
yesterday 
carrying death and destruction in 
its 
path. C urtis lake had bu rst its banks, 
and the accum ulated drainage of th irty 
m iles of territo ry rushed over ham lets 
and farm lands th a t lay in its path. 
It 
is believed several lives have been lost. 
Stock Ville, seven miles down the Med­ 
icine creek, which is the outlet of C urtis 
lake, has 250 in h ab itan ts whose fate as 
yet is uncertain. 
The people a t Cam ­ 
bridge, where the Medicine flows into 
the Republican river, are thought to be 
fa r enough aw ay to escape death, al­ 
though they m ay lose property. A t this 
place a fine roller mill w as destroyed 
an d m uch railroad property dam aged. 
The ab u n d an t rains th a t have vis­ 
ited N ebraska the last few days cul­ 
m inated in a terrific cloudburst th at 
seem ed to converge over the territory 
drained into C urtis lake. 
Soon after 
th e dow npour began the lake began to 
rise. In a short tim e back w ater found 
its w ay into the canyon th a t acts as a 
conduit to the lake. A stout dam which 
closes the outlet end of the body of 
w ater affords powder for a big roller 
m ill, th a t stan d s now a ruin on the east 
bank. 
This dam , which 
w as 
re-en­ 
forced by a railw ay crossing of the B ur­ 
lington & M issouri in N ebraska, soon 
began to show signs of w eakness. The 
mill people did w hat they could 
to 
strengthen the dam and succeeded ad­ 
m irably until the cloudburst came. 
A roaring sound in W ild canyon was 
th e first w arning note to the people in 
C urtis th a t a terrific danger impended. 
M essages were hastily sent to the peo­ 
ple in the valley th a t a flood w as about 
to come rolling in upon them . The C ur­ 
tis people, terror-stricken, grabbed up 
w h at portable valuables they had and 
m ade a dash for places of safety. But 
the utm ost concern wras felt for the 
dw ellers farth er dow’n the valley. 
W hen the accum ulated 
w ater from 
th e cloudburst struck C urtis lake the 
m ass of liquid surged m ightily against 
th e dam tim bers. They stood the pres­ 
sure for a m om ent and then gave way. 
F irst th e Burlington & M issouri rail­ 
ro ad grade w as dashed aside. F our of 
th e five yard track s in addition to the 
m ain line were to rn and tw isted, 
A 
tra in of freight cars sw ung 
into the 
flood and w ent sw im m ing down stream 
end over end and sw irling from side to 
side like bits of lath.

Horse Trade Caused a Fearful Tiagedj 
at Littles, Pike County—St. Paul 
Negro Left Half Ljpcbed—Bloody 
Duel at a Trial—Other Criminal 
News. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 3.—A horse 
frade betw een A lbert and H aw kins De­

A second shot struck Jackson Crow in 
the arm , breaking the bone. A third 
shot struck George Saunders, m aking 
a flesh wound in the leg. A second shot 
from H aw kins’ gun, m issed its aim and 
John H aw kins and Miss Stanfield were 
both slightly Injured by the scatter­ 
ing shot. Both the Deballs will die.

The work of taking the census of 
Wisconsin and collecting vital agri­ 
cultural, manufacturing 
and other 
statistics will be begun on the 20th 
day of June. 
The work is unger the 
supervision of the secretary of state 
but is done directly by the town, vil 
luge and city clerks, who report to the 
county clerk, and he to the secretary 
of state, in whose office the returns 
are compiled into one report. 
County 
Clerk McIntyre hasreceivrd from Sec 
rotary of state Cason a supply of 6ched 
oles, forms, letters of instruction to 
enumerators and other blanks which 
be bas transmitted to the town, city 
and village clerks of this county. 
These supplies include in part of IOO 
oaths of clerks as census takers, 2,700 
enumeration of inhabitants,650 enroll­ 
ment of militia, 500 
enumeration 
of ex-soldiers and sailors, 500 for ag-1 Only iso 
ricultural statistics, 3C0 “or manufac­ 
turing statistics, IOO int tractions to 
census takers, IOO copies of the law, 
300 returns of agricultural implements 
clumber of cheese factories, creamer­ 
ies, etc., together with certificates, 
-vouchers and many other necessary 
blanks. 
It is provided that duplicate 
copies of the enumeration of the in­ 
habitants, enrollment of the militia 
mad ex-soldieis and sailors and the va­ 
rious statistical lists, duly attested by 
county clerks, must be filed in the of­ 
fice of the secretary of state on or be­ 
fore August 20. 
All villages regu­ 
larly incorporated under the statutes 
of the state, having a village organi­ 
sation will be listed by the clerks of 
such villages. 
If not incorporated, 
the town clerk will act as enumerator 
therefor, keeping separate from the 
town the list of inhabitants. 
Duties of 
Clerks. 
The town, city and village clerks 
and each of their assistants, must 
make an oath before entering upon 
the discharge of their duties that they 
will make a true and exact enumera­ 
tion of all persons resident, and will 
faithfully collect all other statistics as 
required by law. In the performance 
elf their sworn duties they must call 
a t every dwelling house and by per- 
sonal inquiry of the head of every 
family and of other persons ascertain 
the matters required to be ascertained 
aud reported by them. 
This work 
must be com pleted on or before the 
first day of August, and a true and ac­ 
curate enumeration delivered to the 
county clerk. 
Every 
person over 
twenty years of age who shall refuse 
to answer truly to the best of his abil­ 
ity any question which may be law 
fully put to him by the clerk or census 
taker shall forfeit the sum of twenty- 
five dollars. 
Every county clerk, or 
assistant appointed, who shall neglect 
or refuse to perform the duties re­ 
quired of him in taking of returning 
the census, after having accepted such 
office or appointment, shall forfeit 
•250. 
Pay For The 
Work. 
Persons appointed to take the cen­ 
sus are allowed 'compensation for 
their services as follows, 
Clerks of 
cities and villages shall be paid at the 
rate of $1.50 for every IOO persons 
enumerated, and the same for every 
IOO persons lawfully enrolled in the 
militia by them respectively, and the 
came for every IOO persons enumera­ 
ted who served in the United States 
army or navy during the war. Town 
clerks and assistants appointed by the 
county clerks shall be paid at the rate 
of $3.00 for every IOO persons enume­ 
rated by them, and $1.50 for every IOO 
persons enrolled in the militia and the

Oounty clerks are also compensated 
for making returns to the secretary of

cf the inhabitants and services in col­ 
lecting and returning the statistics, 
which shall be in full of all services 
required of him under the provisions 
of the law. 
Forfeiture of 5 per cent 
of compensation is provided tor when 
any clerk or his assistant fails to make 
Ilia leturns in time. 
The secretary of state is directed 1 o 
have p inted 10,000 copies of the tai 
alated enumeration, fifty copies of 
which he iB to deliver to each member 
of the legislature, one copy to each 
•county, town, city and village clerk. 
He is also required to deposit with the

p ro p erty 
1,000 copies for the use of the next 
legislature.

The class of people who are clamor- 
one for more money, and who believe 
th at times would improve, if the free 
coinage of silver was adopted, fail to 
distinguish between 
capital 
and 
money. 
The farmer who has ICO 
Berea of well improved land, well 
stocked, and surrounded with valua­ 
ble personal property may not have a 
bank account at all, neither is it nec­ 
essary for him to carry around a 
pocket full of coin, cr a roll of cur- 
rency; he knows, and his neighbors 
know, that he is worth from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars, the amount 
depending largely upon his location. 
The small amount of money that 
be requires is readily realized at any 
time from the products of the farm, 
and the money that he actually uses 
during the year averages lees than 5 
per cent of the capital he represents. 
The capital of the country is about 
970,000,000,000. 
The circulating me­ 
dium, or money, in gold, silver and 
currency is about one and a half bil­ 
lion dollars. 
The ratio as compared 
with the capital is a trifle over 2 per 
cent. 
When this money is kept in 
circulation by the demands of busi­ 
ness it is ample for every requirement. 
When it is withdrawn from circula­ 
tion as it was in I £93 and locked up 
in 
vaults, 
or 
laid 
away 
an 
stockings, 
a 
scarcity 
of 
money 
very 
naturally 
follows. 
Under these conditions the quantity 
of money would in no way relieve the 
stringency. 
In fact it would only add 
to the trouble. 
Keep the quality 
good, maintain public confidence, and 
the quantity will always take care of 
itself. The volume of business as 
compared 
with the wealth of the 
country 
is 
far 
ahead 
of 
the 
aeventy-bill ion capital. 
The man who 
invests $25,000 in mercantile business 
is soon crowded out of the channels of 
trade if his annual sales are not double 
or triple the amount of capital in 
Tested, and yet he finds the circulet 
tag medium ample for all business 
requirements. 
If 
he is 
prudent 
and adds to his wealth year by year 
the surplus does not lie idle, but is in 
rested in more goods, and in time he 
baa a capital of $50,000 invested; but 
during the years of accumulation, he 
bas had no occasion to complain of a 
shortage of money. The same experi­ 
ence is true of the successful farmer. 
The men who want more money are 
the men who fail to make money, and 
this class of men seem to think that 
the government can in some way help 
them cut by manufacturing a larger 
supply. 'The theory is wrong, and the 
experiment if ever tried, will prove 
Disastrous.
